Railway Disaster in America.—A_ serious 
accident oceurred last Saturday to the Buffalo Express on 
the New York Central Railway, at Garrisons Station, fifty 
miles from New York. The train ran off the rails, and 
fell over an embankment into the Hudson River. Some of 
the cars sank in fifty feet of water, and other cars were 
only partly submerged. All persons who were in the latter 
were rescued, including even those in sleeping-cars. At 
first it was reported that fifty lives were lost; but it has 
been ascertained that the number will not exceed twenty, 
including eight Chinese and three’ railway employés. f

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Ghe Plucky Capture of the 
Dargai Ridge 
by the Gordon Highlanders, 


HILE we all admire the splendid courage 
displayed by the Gordon Highlanders in 
facing the deadly fire of the brave moun- 

tain tribesmen, and in capturing the formidable 
Dargai Ridge, we cannot but deplore the sad 
loss of life which occurred. The pictures by 
the famous Battle-Painter, Mr. R. Caton Wood- 
ville, which we have the privilege to print, are 
ample pictorial proofs of the prowess of our 
native allies in this unfortunate but necessary 
war with the determined mountaineers on our 
North - West Frontier. It was on Monday, 
Oct. 18, that General Yeatman Biggs’s division, 
under the direction of General Sir Arthur 
Palmer, moved out to crown the heights above 
Chagru Valley. General Westmacott’s brigade 
took the right, General Kempster’s brigade 
detouring to the left. 
General Westmacott’s force rose sheer to a 
height of two thousand odd feet. 


The 3rd Gurkhas 


formed the first line, the King’s Own Borderers 
the second, and the Northamptonshire Regiment 
the third. They were supported by the fire of 
No. 5 and No. 9 mountain batteries. The ascent 
at places was found to be almost impracticable. 
When within 150 yards of the enemy’s position, 
the Gurkhas fixed bayonets and rushed the last 
crest of the ridge. The enemy evacuated their 
position, and were pursued till twelve o’clock by 
the Gurkhas, who stayed two hours in a village 
on the summit. The enemy, with thirtcen 
standards, could be seen streaming away to the 
left. When General Westmacott’s brigade 
retired from the ridge, the summit was re- 
crowned by the Gordon Highlanders, under 
General Kempster, for the purpose of covering } 
the withdrawal, which was the signal for a 

general rally on the part of the enemy. Heavy 

fighting ensued, and the Highlanders suffered 

severely, as the official telegrams prove. Major 

Jennings-Bramly, of the Gordon Highlanders, 

and two privates were killed. 


The Gordon Highlanders’ Charge, 
to take the lofty position reoccupied by the 
enemy, on the summit of a hill 1000 ft. high, 
took place on the following Wednesday, Oct. 20. 
'The enemy reserved their fire until the Gurkhas 
reached a zig-zag path under the perpendicular 
cliff where Major Jennings-Bramly was killed 
on the preceding Monday. Three companies of 
Gurkhas crossed the zone of fire at a rush, sus- 
taining heavy losses, while the remainder deployed 
to the left to intercept a flank attack, which was

This announcement the men received with 
a ringing cheer, and at the word of command to 
advance they bounded after their leader. Dash- 
ing across the open ground, to the skirl of the 
bagpipes, their officers at their head, they scaled 
the height and drove the enemy from their posi- 
tion, the 3rd Sikhs and other troops following 
close behind them. As the Highlanders were 
led down the slopes back to camp after their 
splendid and successful charge they were spon- 
taneously 

Cheered by all the Other Regiments. 
They then fell out, and helped in the work of 
carrying down the Gurkhas who were killed in 
the action. 

It is impossible, says Renter’s correspondent, 
to speak too highly of the gallantry of the 
Gordon Highlanders when the Dargai Ridge was 
stormed. “The Gurkhas also behaved mag- 
nificently throughout the engagement. 

Captain Robinson, 

of the Gurkhas, who was dangerously wounded, 
behaved with the greatest gallantry. He led his 
men across the exposed ground to cover, and 
finding that the force there was insufficient, he 
returned alone over the death-trap, and was 
then wounded while leading a second rush in 
support of the first contingent.. We learnt with 
deep regret on Monday last that this gallant 
officer had died of his wounds. : 

Despatches from the front describe the storm- 
ing of the Chagra Kotal heights as one of the 
most stirring feats of war in Indian Army 
annals. The victory, however, was dearly

Captain Charles Judge, 


of the 2nd Gurkhas, Lieutenant Alexander 
Lamont, of the Gordon Highlanders, and Captain
